I 
commenced crofiing the river at the Tensli- 
ands, leaving behind me,my baggage wag- 
Bus, and whatever might retard -my prog- 
refs; and encamped that. night within fix 
miles of the Fort I had {et out to relieve. — 
At midnight, I received by an Indian runner, 
a letter from Gen. White, informing ‘mé that 
had received my order, but that he had 
altered his courfe, and was on his ‘faarcli’ 
backwards to join Maj, Gen- Cocke, at- the 
mouth of Chatuga—TI will not now remaik 
upon the ftrangenefs of this mancnvre ; but 
it was now too late, to changè my plan, or 
make any new arrangement, and between 3 & 


wth o’clock, I recommenced my march to-meet. 


-he enemy, who were encamped within a 
quarter of a mile of the fort. At funrife we 
came within half a mile of them, and having 
formed my men I moved on in battle order. 
The Infantry were in three lines ; the militia 
on the left, and the volunteers on.the right. 
‘The Cavalry formed the two extreme wings, 
and were ordered to advance in a curve. kee- 
ping their rear connected with the advance of 
their Infantry lines and enclofe the enemy in 
a circle The advance guard whom I fent 
forward to bring on the engagement, met the 
attack of the enemy with great intrepidity ; 
and having poured upon them four or five 
rounds, fell back as they had been previoufly 
oraered, to the main army. The cnemy pur- 
fued, and the front line was now ordered to 
advance and meet him—but owing to {ore 
mifunderRanding a few companies of militia 
who compofed a part ot it, commenced a re- 
tieat. A. this momenta corps of Cavalry 
commanded by Lt Col. Dyer, which I had 
Kept asa referve, was orered to dif{mount & 
fili us the vacancy. accafioned by the retreat, 
{his order was executed with a great deal of 
prompti.ude and effect. The militia, feeing 
this, fpeedily, ratlied, and the firé became 
general along the front line, znd ox that part 
uf the wings which was contiguous—the en- 
emy, unable to Rand it, began to retreat, but 
were met a every turn, and purfued in every 
dire@ion, The.-ight wing chafed them with 
a moft deft-u@'ve fire to the mountains,- a 
diflance of about three miles, and had I not 
been compelled by thr feux pas of the militia 
in the onfet of the battle. to difmotnt MY Ie, 
ferve, I believe not a man of them would have 
efcaped. The victory, however, was very de- 
cilive—--290 of the enemy were leit dead, and 
there can be no doubt, that many were kill- 
ed who were net found—wherever they ran 
they left behind them traces of blood. and it 
is believed that very few will return to their 
villages in as found a condition as they left 
them: I was compelled to return to this 
place to protedt the fick and wounded, and 
get my bagzage on. In the engagement, 


hove fince died. All the officers a&ed with 
the utmoft bravery, and fo did all the privates 
except that part of the militia who retreated 
at the commencement of the battle, and they

Mr, Thomas H. Fletcher, of this town, 
has jaf arrived from General Jackfon's army 
and Rates, thar on the evening of the 7th iu- 
fant Gen. Jackfon received intelligence that 
a large bo-iy of Indians were beleiging a fort 
of friendly Indians, Giiuated about 30 miles 
below the ten Iflands of Coofe river. At-12 
o’clock that night, a detachment of the ‘army, 
{2000-ftrong ) took up the line of march, and 
arrived atthe Fort about 7 o’clock on the oth 
, Theaglion was brought on by capt. Dead- 
ricks’s, Caperton’s and Bledfoe’s companies 
The advance was led on by colénel Carroll; 
in handfome kyle, The Incians were total- 
ly routed—in half ati hour the purfuit com- 
menced which continued an hour and a half 
longer. OF the enemy, 278 were found dead 
on the ground—though many more were cer- 
tainly killed, The field of battle was very 
large, and entirely covered with grafs—of 
courfe. many. were kitted who could not be 
found, 5; 

We had t5 kiled and 84 wonnded—gen- 
trally flightly. ‘The Indian force was 1100 
at leat” Gen. Jackfon commanded in perfon. 

Provifions aretcarce in camp, It is thought 
that if the army had had ten days provifions 
on hand after the battle of Tailedega, the 
Creek ‘war would have terminated in that 
time.

When mr, F. paflea-Fort Depofite (50 miles 
in the rear of the army,) there was fixty 
thoufand pounds of meal—and beeves were 
palling between Ditto’s and Depofite, Ward 
and Taylor are now contraéiors, and if rhe 
army could bear ont a tew days longer, fup- 
plies in abundance would reach them; or 
thould they fall back, they will mect the pro.

“That on Friday night lak, an exprefs arri» 
ved at Plarfburg, bringing letters containing 
the information, that an engagement had ta~ 
ken piace between the advance corps of Gen, 


of 3000 Britith, Canadian: militia, and Indi- 
ans ;that the enémy attacked our troops in 
ambifcade, and after firing three or four vol- 
lies, were repulfed at the point of the bayonet, 
by the main body of our army. General 
Hampton maintained his pofition in the field 
of battle ; that he now is retrograding for the 
Four Corners, and abandoning the expedition 
again Montreal. The caufe of itis afcribed 
to Gert. Wikinfon not having formed a junc.

{plan of invafion..: That fourteen or fifteen 


wounded officers bad arrived at the Foar 
Corners, and that one of Gen- Hampton’s aige 
was mortally wounded. 

That on Thurfday laf, a Britith force of 


400 menthed invaded Champlain, & deftroy 
ad zo tons of hay ; that 400 New York and 
Vermont mititia, under Col. Faffet, who were 
Rationed at Chazy, near the lake, marched 
with alacrity to meet the enemy, but were dis- 
appointed by their precipitate retreat. on hear- 
ing that our troops were advancing ; that pri- 
vate property was reipected by the enemy in 
every inftance,.

During the 
whole wnter, the high, old grafs, fo fully protects 
from the cold winds, the young grafs, which 1s 
continus‘ly {pringing up fror the peculisriy warm 
furface of the ground, as to zord excellent paflure 
thre’ the winter. Ey the [pf of February, the old 
grait becomes fo dead and dry, as qualifies it to 
birn with a degree of heat fufficigat to conlume the 
young gratis, The whole {.rfaceof this extenfive 
and rich Marfh is then as clezn and as imooth as a 
new mown Meadow it is then ready for plowing, 
if banked in, for the provofed crop of Sugar-Cane, 
Cotton or Rice.

The Address of HARRY TOULMIN tothe 
Chairman of the Committee of Privilegesand 
Eledions, in reply to a Petition, complaining 
of an undue election for the Counties of Mo- 
bile and Jackson. 


Mr, CHAIRMAN, ~ 

AGREEABLY to the per- 
million given to me to reply to the petition of 
Theodore Brightwell, Sheriff of Mobile, com- 
plaining of my having been elected in prefer- 
ence to himfelf, asa Reprefentative in the Ge. 
neral Affembly ; I pray the attention of the 
Committee to whom it was referred, to fuch 
abfervations upon it, as my recollection of its 
contents will enable me to make. 

It is admitted that I was elected by the u- 
nanimous vote of one county, and by a large 
majority in the other; fo that in the two 
counties, ninety-fix votes were given to my- 
felf and only twenty fix to the petitioner ;— 
but it is contended that there were again{t my 
eleGion certain conftitutioaal or political dif- 
qualifications, Inreply to this allegation, I 
miuft begin with remarking, that T take it for 
granted it willbe admitted by every man re- 
ally converfant with political fcience, that in 
the natural fiate of fociety, or before men 
have tied themfelves down by certain rules ; 
they have an abfolute right to elect whomf{o- 
ever they pleafe, to appear in their behalf, on 
any concern whatf{cever. 

This right of feleéting whomfcever they 
pleafe as their agent or reprefentative, matt 
after the formation of civil fociety, be confi- 
dered as referved by the people, and remain- 
ing inherentin them, unlefs relinquifhed or 
curtailed by pofitive flipulaticn, To what 
extent it ought to be relinquithed, will natu- 
rally come into the view of the people when 
forming their corflitutional regulations, and 
eftablifhing the principles of their future goe 
vernment. Any relinquifhment of a natural 
right mu be made by the peopie themfelves 
in their conftitnent capacity. It cannot: be 
done by the ord’nary Legiflative body, for 
that would be to convert the Lepitlative into 
a Conkitutional body—it would be to change 
the General Affembly into a Convention—to 
give to the agent the liberty of varying the 
powers of attorney under which ne acted, and 
to enable the creature to controul his very 
ereator.

In our territorial governments, the peo- 
te of the United States are fo. The people 
of the United States, have granted to the 
ongrefs the power of making all needful 
rules and regulations for the government of 
their territories.—-( Conff. Art. I].—See, 4, 
The Congrefs accordingly, in eftablifhing 
the territorial difirifs, have made the condi- 
tion of eligibility to be fimply. that of refi- 
dence in the territorial ditri&, in the cafe of 
a citizen and that of ihiee year’s refidence in 
the cafe of a perfor not a citizen, and in both 
cafes the holding in fee fimple of two hun- 
dred acres cf land within the territory.

Tt is true they could only felet and adopt 
the laws of fome of the ftates. But as to this 
territory, adoplion was legiflation . Inflruments 
not laws here before, were made to be our lav. s, 
‘and I conceive it will not be doubted that 
when we copy an aét of the affembly of Vir- 
pinia or Georgia, and make it one of our laws. 
we legiflate as much as when we pafs a° bill 
to incorporate the city of Natchez. The 
sudees therefore were legiflators ex-officio. 

When the fecond grade of government 
took place ; they could not claim to make 
laws by virtue of their office. ` The depart- 
ments ceafed to be blended and confolidated : 
butthe judges continued eligible: and if 
ever the people eleGed them to make laws; 
they made them, not as judges appointed by 
the Prefident, but as reprefentatives elected 
by the people. 

The fact is, that we are in this and in ma- 
ay other conftitutional features, in a ftate of 
minority. But we hall fhortly advance to a 
ate of manhood. We have been in a ftate 
of political darknefs. ‘Che light, however, has 
continued to dawn upon us; and it will go 
on, more and mote, until perfec day. But 
this can regularly; be effefted only by the in- 
tervention of the'general government. In the 
mean time, however, our practice has been 
corformable to our political fituation, Jade 
ges, fheriffe, clerks, attorney-generals, col- 
le@ors of taxes, and other officers have with. 
out oppofition taken a feat in the legiflative 
afembly. In the cafe of thefe too, let ir be 
remarked that their own powers and their own 
emoluments depended on the very body of 
which they thus became members : whereas 
thofe of the judges of the fuperior court de- 
pend on the laws of the United States. And 
if the locking forward to the day of election 
may be fuppofed to have an unfavorable ef 
fect on judicial decifions ; that effect will not 
furely depend on the grade of the judge, nor 
is it merely in offices ftri@tly judicial, that an 
officer may feel a temptation to purchafe po- 
pular favor at an election, by a dereliction of 
duty. Thefe confiderations muft be obvious, 
one fhould imagine, to every reflecting mind ; 
and yet they do not appear to have excited 
the attenticn of the petitioner, although him- 
felf the theriff, the collector of taxes, and the 
returning officer of the election diftridt.

3 The general requefts his Excellency Gov- 
ernor Shelby, the Major-Generals Henry and 
Defha, and the Brigadiers Trotter, Allen, 
King, Caldwell, and Childs ; Col, Paull, Col. 
Jobnton, Lieut. Col. Simeral, Major Wood, 
and every. officer and foldier, to accept his 
thanks, for their gallantry and good conduc, 
and for the promptitude of their obedience to 
his orders upon every occafion-—A very 
fmail part of the army bad an opportunity of 
diftinguifhing themfelves.

TRE Legiflative Council exprefs the 
great fatisfactinn they fee: in meeting your 
Excellency on your return from the eaftern 
frontier, and beg ieave ro allure you, fir, thar 
they think not ofany perf nal inconvenience, 
the prorogation of the General Ailembly 
may have'occalioned, when the dit effed con- 
dition of a refpeGable fection of the Territory 
Jo imperioufly called your attention, and te- 
guired your pref'nce Uder fuch circum- 
flances, bad your Exceilency have met the 
Leaiflature at its ordinary feflion, È would 
have difplayed an indife ence towards the

The Legiflative Council join your Excel-

to be forgotten in the gratification of national 
pride which it hus afforded 

& The conteft, if it ought ever to have been 
fo called, between Great Britain and the Unt 
ted States, on the water, has indeed been gra- 
tifyng to the Americans, and mortifying to 
she Biitih tubj- dts: beyond any thing tbat 

cu'd have been fiyurcd by the utmolt ftreteh 
of imagination, Veffels of an itteicr ciafs ve- 
ry badly manned, have been, asit were, 
thrown iuto the way cf the enemy’s veffcls, 
freth from port, fully prepared, and mannii 
wich picked feamen, fo as to afford them, at 
ie«ft a femblance of fuperiority over Britith 
officers and feamen, beyond what was ever 
obtained by the mok ppwerful and brave of

Neither is there upon it 
B fump or fone. Itis, in apprarance, one beautiful 
BR extended meadow, covered with various kinds of 
grafs, nea-vines, wild potatoes, blackberry vines 
&e, Upon thefe Marbes, horfes, cattle and hogs 
do weil, but cattle thrive beft thereon. During the 
whole winter. the high, old grafs, fo fully proteas 
from the cold winds, the young grafs, which 1s 
continually fpringing op from the peculiarly warm 
* furface of the ground, as to afford excellent patlure 
thro’ the winter. Ey the laf of February, the old 
$ grafs becomes fo dead and dry, as qualifies it to 
burn with a degree of heat fuficient to confume the 
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and rich Marfh is then as clean and 300th as a 
new mown Meadow’ it is then ready for plowing, 
F if banked in, for the propofed crop of Sugar-Cane, 
k Cotton or Rice. 

Sugar-Cane has been tried upon thefe Marfhes, 
are known to farvive thro’ the wintér, without any 
ar ficial protefion.

È  Thefelands lie ev*irely between the broad rivers 
Bh of Mobile and Terf2, whofe waters, which encircle 
È them, come not from cokl regions, and con{equent- 
fi ly greatly ameliorate the temperature of the at- 
F mofphere during the winter. The flow, moderate 
current of thefe rivers is well calculated to re- 
È tain their warmth, and diffufle its influence over 
thefe Hlands, to a degree fuficient to prevent un-e 
& timely frofts. 

3 The north winds, which are the only cold ones 
E in this latitude, muf. to reach thefe Marfhes, pafs

# The tide in the waters about thefe Marfhes, and 
in Mobile Bay, ebbs and flows byt once in twenty- 
$ four hours, and in hejght but from one to three

| The natural furface of thefe Marfbes varies its 
| height in different places--fome parts are overflow- 
y ed at every tidg while others are always above 
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high water mark, except during a: hurricane, 


which fometimes happens in Mebile Bay. 

„The low parts of thefe Marfhes will produce 
Rice without ditchirg. But for Cotton and the Su- 
gar-Cane in the parts overflowed by ordinary tides, 
the plantations muft be banked in by a levee of a- 
boat two or three. feet high and five or fix feat 
thick, This rich ‘odin is very eafy to ditch and 
levee, When the bank 1s formed it foon dries and 
then becomes very hard anddolid. Within rwenty 
days afier the tide is hut out, the land can be plow- 
ed likean old field; and the grafs adjoining the 
plowed land will furnifha pleaty of patture for 
the teams of oxen, kept in fervice. ° 

The wintet is the bef afon for ditching and 
banking in plantations here As the tide; by reafon 
of the ufual prevalence of northerly winds, feldom 
flows in upon thefe Iflands during that feafon: 
and moreover the temperature of the atmofphere 
during the winter months is more agreeable and 
healthy for laborers than in other parts of the year. 

A Negro can ditch and bank absut two rodsa 
day. Banks made upon this marth fix years ago 
were focn covered with graf; and various vinee 
and have become as firm and folid as the natural 
ground. A bank three feet high, aud the ditch 
from which its material: are taken, form together 
a permanent fence forever impafiable to horfes, 


„hogs and cattle, 


When Sugar Plantations are eftablifhed here the 
cane can be ground and prefled by water mills, 
which may be ere&ed upon convenient ftreams on 
the high lands adjacent, which will alfo be very 
uleful for the perpofes of cleaning Rice and gin- 
ning Cotton, One other important circumftance, 
which fhould greatly enhance the value of tnefe 
Iflands, is that of the market there being goo@ fur 
whatever they produce - fo that their produdions 
are always at the market for home coafumption or 
exportation: Thefe marfhes commence at the wef 
bank of the River Tenfa. dire@ly oppofite the town 
of Blakely, and extend weliward to the River Mo- 
bile, or that branch of it paling by in front of Mo- 
bile town, being called a diftance of thra@ leagues, 

High cockle fhell mounds and ridges are dit- 
perfed over thefe marihzs in numbers fulficienr to 
afford convenient and pleafant fituations for cabins 
for the negroes and laborers employed in tha cul- 
tivation of them. 

Like the Mififippi, the rivers here will furnith 
water for ufe, and tood-wonod in plenty for fuel,— 
A great variety of excellent fifh abound in thefe ri- 
vers and adjacent creeks: and during the autumn 
and wiuter, wild geele and ducks are innumera- 
ble, and may furnifh much profitas well as fport. 
The Bay of Mobue below, aifurd inexhaukible beds 
of Oyfters, The fea-breezes whith prevail upon 
the coait of Florida, nearly thro’ the hot feafous, 
pals up the Bay of Mob:le and acroif thele Mares 
during the months in which the crops require the 
attention of laborers in ths open f- ld and funfhine ;

Official Correspondence from Gentral Wilkinson to 
the Secretary of War. 
HEAD QUARTERS—FRENCH MILLS, 
(adjoining the province of 
Lower Canada) Nov, 16. 

SIR—I beg leave to refer you to the joure 
tial which accompanies this letter for the par- 
ticularsof the movements of the corps under 
my command, down the St. Lawrence, and 
will endeavor to exert my enfeebled mind to 
detail to you the more (king and important 
incidents which have enfued my departure 
from Grenadier Tlarid, at the foot of lake On» 
tario, on the 3d inftant. . 

The corps of tbe enemy from Kingfon, 
which followed me, hung to my rear; and, 
in concert with a heavy galley and a‘few gun- 
boats feemed determined td retard Ti} TO- 
grels. Iwas tempted to halt, turn about, & 
potan end to his teafiog ; bit, alas! I was 
confined to my bed—~major gen. Lewis was 
too ill for any aétive exerticn—and, above all, 
I did not dare fuffer myfelf to be divéfted z 
fingle day from the profecution of the views 
of government. Ihad written major general 
Hampton oa the 6th inant, by bis adj- gen~ 
eral Col, King, and ordered him to form a 

jun@ion with me on the St. Lawrence, which 
Lexpected would take place on the gth or rot 
It would have been unpardonable had I loft 
fight ‘of this objet a moment, as [ deemed 
it of vital importance to the iflue of the cam- 
paign, 

The enemy deferve credit for their zeal & 
intelligence, which the active univerfal hoftii- 
ity of the male inhabitants of the country en- 
abled them to employ to the greatelt advan- 
tage, Thus, while menaced by a refpeđtabie 
force in rear, the coat was lined by mufketry 
in front, at every critical pafs of the river, 
which obliged me to march a detachment, and 
this impeded my progreis. 

On the evening of the gth inftant the army 
halted a few miles from ihe head of the 
Longue Saut. In the morning of the roth, the 
enclofed order wasiffied. Gen. Brown mar- 
ched agreeable to order 3 and about noon we 

were apprized, by the report of his artilery, 
that he was engaged fome diftance below us. 
At the fame time the enemy were obferved 
in our rear, and their gatiey and gun-boats 
approached our fiatiila and opened a fire up~ 
onus, which obliged me to orver a battery 
of 18 pounders to be planted, and a fhot f.om 
it compelled the veflels of the enemy to retire, 
together with their troops, after fome firing 
between the advanced parties. But by this 
time, in confequence of dif-embarking and re~ 
embarking the heavy guns, the day was fo far 
{pent that our pilots did not dare to enter the

having received no intelligence from Gen. 
Brown, I was ftill delayed, as found caution
